The upcoming question--how long 
it took how many horses--is a perfect- 
ly reasonable one. The value of a sire 
cannot be determined simply from 
the gross earnings of his offspring, 
without regard to the number of 
them in competition. Appraising a 
horse in such a fashion would be like 
trying to give a fraction without in- 
cluding the denominator. 


Neither is it possible to make a fair 
appraisal of a sire on the basis of one 
year’s racing. The total score is more 
important. 


In an effort to provide the infor- 
mation missing from the usual statis- 
tics, and to allow the accumulation of 
a lifetime score, the Research Bureau 
of the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association has just publish- 
ed

Conn McCreary as St. Peter; 
Sonic Blows a Few Bubbles 


SARATOGA SPRINGS 

There was a sound of revelry by night. 
From behind a white curtain emerged 
Conn McCreary. wearing white whiskers. 
This made the Saratoga meeting. right 
there. skipping the million-a-day handle 
and the new attendance record. 

There was a sign over the curtain which 
indicated that Mr. McCreary was playing 
St. Peter. He put a bottle. presumably 
containing whiskey. on the desk in front 
of him. then flung a dart at a scratch sheet 
on the wall, and went over to inspect 
the result. 

From the wings issued a man carrying 
a typewriter and a pair of binoculars. 
with a press card in his hat. This is not 
technically correct—it was a borrowed hat. 
because the man. who bore a remarkable 
resemblance to Ted Atkinson. did not own 
a hat of his own. He announced. on inter- 
rogation, that he was a newspaper man. 
Mr. MeCreary promptly put the whiskey 
back in the desk. 

This situation started what I estimate to 
be the end of the dramatic form in English, 
if not in the world. Subsequent dramatis 
personae included Renick. Hedley 
Weodhouse, Con Errico. Jimmy Picou,. 
Sebastian Perez, and Johnny Schab. 

The results were. to be brief. wonderful. 
What Nathaniel Field was to Shakespeare. 
what Walter Hampden was to Rostand. 
what John Barrymore was io John Barry- 
more, McCreary is to a jockey skit. His 
confreres were hardly behind him. It is 
doubtful that Joe Renick will ever be em- 
ployed as a race track steward. but he had 
the part down perfectly. “I used to be a 
plumber.” he said. “but my eyes went back 
on me.” Atkinson. it was apparent. knew 
too much about Turf writers. Or maybe it 
was Sol Rosen of the Morning Telegraph, 
= wrote the script. A renegade. that 
tosen.

The whole thing, produced at the Sara- 
toga Country Club, was an answer to the 
charge that this is an age of specialization. 
Mr. Rosen, who wrote it. isn’t a_play- 
wright. The actors who worked in it aren’t 
actors. The writer, who directed it, can’t 
direct, and in fact had never tried to be-

fore. What came out of this was vastly 
entertaining to Saratoga’s rearguard. 

There was one unfortunate note. People 
laughed and had fun. But every now and 
then they’d sober down—the verb is chosen 
after some thought—and say. “It’s almost 
over.” 

That's the hold that Saratoga has over 
its people. even though they aren't Sara- 
toga people and couldn't be bribed to 
live here for the rest of the year. And that, 
of course. is what makes Saratoga. 

This brings up another matter. On the 
day the meeting opened a telegram was de- 
livered from the New Yorker's celebrated 
writer. John MeNulty, whose airliner had 
come down briefly in Newfoundland. “Off 
to Ireland to see some real racing.” it 
said. The hell with you. Mr. MeNulty. 
This is headquarters. 

BUBBLES. People who bet on King 
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Ranch’s Sonic in his first start last week 
might have been argued out of it if all 
the horse’s recent history had been includ- 
ed. though really it had nothing to do 
with the result. 

For one thing. the rider was Guy Lyon, 
who had been practicing for more than 
two years—he’s a New York boy who had 
been shipped to Texas to learn the facts 
of horse life—and this was Guy’s first trip 
under silks. But the other item was more 
interesting. To keep Sonic from filling him- 
self up with hay, a muzzle was put on him, 
but it must have been put on carelessly, 
for it contained part of a bar of saddle 
soap. I don’t suppose a horse really likes 
to eat saddle soap. but for Sonic it was this 
or else, so he ate it. 

When he dipped his nose into his water 
bucket, he began to blow bubbles, pretty 
bubbles in the air, as the song goes. This 
bemused the stable attendants for a while, 
until they found the remnants of the soap 
in the muzzle. The next day Sonic ran, and 
finished out of the money. A few days 
later he demonstrated that this was his 
true form for, without benefit of saddle 
soap. he finished fourth of five in another 
race. with Albert Widman up. 

The alibi book, which begins with “the 
ground broke from under him” and runs 
through the old carnival excuse, “he 
smelt a bear.” includes nearly all the rea- 
sons why horses lose races, but I don’t 
think “He ate a bar of saddle soap” is 
among them. Actually this had nothing to 
do with Sonic’s defeat, since he is per- 
fectly capable of this by himself, but it’s 
too good an excuse to miss. 


DEPARTURE. The United States Hotel 
Stakes is still run at Saratoga, but there 
isn’t any United States Hotel anymore. 
Next year, according to reasonably reli- 
able reports. the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes will be run without any hotel 
either, the historic structure being sched- 
uled for demolition after the meeting. 

It may have been just a business man- 
euver. this report. If so, it was highly 
successful, because one character after an- 
other would get up. at a thoroughly con- 
genial party. and observe. “Sorry to eat 
and run, but they say the Grand Union 
is coming down after this meeting, and 
I’m going to tie on one more there before 
it’s gone.”’ It must have increased the trade 
considerably. 

This department hasn't been in the 
Grand Union this year. because no man

Isidor Bieber is a tall, stooped. balding 
man with a craggy nose and an air of mel- 
ancholy. He spends a great many daylight 
heurs in and around race tracks. and de- 
votes a lot of time to thinking about mat- 
ters that many horse owners seldom bother 
about. With slight encouragement he will 
declaim about purse distribution. graded 
handicaps, claiming races. the importa- 
tion of foreign horses. and sundry other 
matters connected with the Turf. He sel- 
dom if ever quotes racing writers, which 
shows good sense. but he will cite Vol- 
taire. Thoreau, Shakespeare (“the great- 
est poet and philosopher of all time”). 
Thomas Payne. Dickens, and other writers 
and apply their sayings to matters of 
racing. Also, he frequently quotes Isidor 
Bieber. 

He is perhaps best known to the casual 
race-goer as the man whose horses are 
trained by Hirsch Jacobs, but he was in 
racing before Jacobs even started fooling 
around with pigeons. and in fact he dates 
his affection for the sport to the opening 
of Belmont Park in 1905. This is quite 
possible, since he was 18 years old at that 
time. and young men of 18 are not loathe 
to fall in love with the Goddess of Chance. 
From horseplayer he has progressed to 
horse breeder, and in the latter role he 
says he finds great satisfaction: “If you 
claim horses youre a gyp. but if you 
breed you become a pillar of the Turf.” 
Whether Mr. Bieber ever becomes suf- 
ficiently pillarized to sit in on the delib- 
erations of The Jockey Club is conjectural, 
but he would willingly give an opinion on 
any matter concerning that body. and he 
would present a reasoned point of view, 
though some of the members who also are 
officers of race tracks might consider it 
to be slightly radical. 

His appraisal of claiming vs. breeding 
has not shriveled his business sense, how- 
ever, and the Bieber-Jacobs alliance is 
still mentioned prominently in the claim- 
ing reports. After all, they got Stymie for 
$1.500 and watched that hunk of bread 
cast upon the racing waters eventually

return to shore in the form of angel food 
festooned with 918.485 doller bills. Even 
the purest philosopher can scarcely dislike 
that form of materialism. 

But though Isidor Bieber is in racing 
for a living, he does not confine his think- 
ing solely to the tote board. “Those fel- 
lows [Bieber and Jacobs] send horses 
around to the small hunt meetings where 
the best they can wind up with is a piece 
of ribbon or a small trophy, but they 
seem to enjoy it.” a man observed a couple 
of years ago. It is a matter of record that 
a horseman once claimed a runner from 
I. Bieber only to see the animal come out 
of the race with a broken leg. which re- 
quired his destruction. Bieber took the 
$2.500 the man had paid for the horse and 
turned it over to The Jockey Club’s bene- 
fit fund to “let the unfortunate have the 
advantage of it.” 

Isidor Bieber also has come under pub- 
lic notice through the names he chooses 
for some of his horses. During the earlier 
days of the establishment of the Jewish 
state of Israel. he named several horses 
in that connection, such as Palestinian 
(the best horse he and Jacobs have bred 
to date). Hadassah, Hagana. and Col. 
Marcus, the last after an American officer 
who was killed while a member of the 
Israeli forces. In the field of international 
relations he is a ready commentator. 
courtesy of The Jockey Club’s registration 
authorities. With a cold eye on Russia he 
has claimed such a name as Appease Not. 
He has frowned on Germany via Nothird- 
chance. He has chided the State Depart- 
ment with Oilomacy, meaning that U. S. 
diplomacy is tempered according to the 
whims of oil companies. 

But perhaps his most interesting. and 
unprofitable. campaign has been directed 
against cigarette smoking by women. Puff- 
away Sister and Shedon’t Smoke are two 
names he chose in that losing campaign. 
Ciggyinherpuss is another. but this bit of 
propaganda miscarried when the horse 
died before reaching the race track. “I 
am opposed to smoking by women,” he

states bleakly. “because they are prospec- 
tive mothers and should set an example.” 
Aparently he reads other medical journals 
than the ones cited in the cigarette ad- 
vertisements. for he states that reports by 
physicians indicate that smoking induces 
cancer of the lungs. throat, and larynx. 
“A pal of mine. Damon Runyon, died of 
cancer of the larynx.” he explains, then 
adds: “The loveliest thing about women 
is their femininity. But they destroy it by 
smoking. Furthermore, if they keep on 
smoking. the cities won’t have to tear the 
slums down—they ll be burned down by 
kids smoking as a result of the example 
set by their mothers.” 

Besides knowing Damon Runyon, Isidor 
Bieber has had more than a passing ac- 
quaintance with other celebrities. for he 
once owned a New York bar called The 
Paddock. frequented by men of sporting 
tendencies. The horse King Jolie report- 
edly was named by him after his friend 
Al Jolson. It is related that once when 
Bieber was down in his luck (he admits 
to having bet as much as $50.000 on a 
race) he reached Al Jolson at an airport 
just as the famous singer was about to 
beard a plane. and asked the loan of 
$5.000. “Okay.” agreed Jolson, “Il write 
you out a check if you can find a fountain 
pen. I haven't got one.” Bieber nervously 
searched himself but couldn’t produce a 
pen. He borrowed one from a bystander. 
only to discover that the pen was empty. 
Franctically he rushed around and borrow- 
ed two more pens. both of them empty. By 
the time he located a pen that had ink in 
it. the plane had taken off. with Jolson 
aboard. three-pen parlay had fallen 
down. 

Though a mild and pensive-looking 
man. Bieber has—or had—a boiling tem- 
per. A quick search through the records 
shows that he twice has been fined by the 
stewards for punching people in the nose 
at race tracks. Once when a track veter- 
inarian refused to let him make a late 
scratch. he renounced the man so_ ve- 
hemently, and later confirmed it in writ- 
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ing. that the vet brought a $175.000 libel 
' and slander suit against him. The veterin- 

arian won a court verdict, but it was like 

claiming a dead horse—the jury awarded 
| him just 6 cents. It is reported that once 
when a gang of hoodlums was looking for 
Bieber. with disciplinary measures in 
mind, he walked into their quarters 
“single-handed and sober” and hurled 
what is known on the sports pages as a 
“defi.” 

Some years ago a writer described him 
as a “character who. in his time, has 
played many parts. A bet-a-million, an 
improver of the breed, a Broadway bar- 
keeper. a ticket scalper. a soldier. a cru- 
sader. a rough and tumble battler. he also 
is sicklied with the pale cast of 
thought. In his heavier moments he is as 
fair a Shakespearean scholar as ever put 
foot against a brass rail. Posterity is a 
sure-sshot to recognize Bieber because he 
all, the discoverer of Hirsch 
Jacobs. leading trainer in this country.” 


is. above 


It probably is not entirely accurate to 
state that he discovered Hirsch Jacobs. 
but he did encounter the little trainer 
when he was comparatively unknown, and 
turned some horses over to him. For the 
last ten years or so they have been full 
partners, associated under a verbal under- 
standing. with nothing in writing. Their 
first contact. according to Bieber’s recol- 
lection, was in 1927. “I had a big bet on 
Scat. in the last race of the day at Jamaica. 
Chicago O’Brien’s horse Forecaster swerv- 
ed out in the stretch, causing Seat to take 
up. and beat him a head. I was raising 
the devil after the race, bewailing my 
hard luck, when a little redheaded lad 
walked up and said ‘What are you crying 
about? We had Corinth in the race. and 
if he don’t get left at the post he walks 
in.” The redheaded lad was Hirsch Jacobs. 
connected at that time with Charlie Fer- 
raro’s stable. 


— 


“The following winter.” recounts Bieber, 
“I went to Cuba. really for a rest. I was 
walking toward the paddock at the race 
track one day and I met a redheaded fel- 
low walking away from it. I thought he 
was a fellow named 
Martin Harvey. so I 
said hello to him 
and we stopped to 
talk. ‘No. he said, 

‘my name isn’t Har- 

vey. I'm Hirsch 

Jacobs.” While we 

were talking I said 
to myself: ‘This boy 
has such honest eyes 
| would trust him with my uncounted 
bankroll.” We've been associated together 
for a long time. now, and I've never had 
occasion to change my mind. For the last 
len years or so we've been full partners, 
and we've never had a written contract.” 

Later on after their encounter in Cuba. 

Bieber turned over to Jacobs some horses 
_ Which were not good enough for the New 


York circuit. for racing at smaller tracks. 
Bieber gave up most of his other interests 
in 1936, and has concentrated on racing 
since then. The stable management is en- 
tirely up to Jacobs, with no second-guess- 
ing by Bieber, who rarely visits the stable. 
“Our star began to ascend when Jacobs 
took a liking to a 2-year-old plater named 
Stymie.” Bieber recounts. “The rest is 
history.” 


A man so fraught with a sense of re- 
sponsibility toward racing as Bieber can- 
not be content with merely thinking 
thoughts or muttering to himself. He has 
opinions about nearly every phase of race 
track operation, and he communicates 
them to whoever will listen. Sometimes. in 
order to gain a wider audience. he writes 


letters to the breeding publications for 
use in the Vox Populi column. Once he 
had a close friendship with a man very 
prominent in breeding and racing. Nat- 
urally he used this connection to proffer 
some of his ideas for the betterment of the 
Turf. Finally the friend ran out of pa- 
tience one day and turned on _ Bieber

sharply. “Listen.” he snapped. “If you 
weren't so sincerely interested in racing 
I'd have you put off the track for talking 
so much.” 


The Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association has furnished him an out- 
let for expanding on his ideas of purse 
distribution. However. he has never held 
an HBPA office. though he sometimes re- 
fers to himself as an “unofficial adviser.” 
Once. when an HBPA president moved at 
what Bieber considered a laggard pace in 
regard to asking for higher purses, he re- 
signed his membership. or threatened to, 
and wrote to the trade papers explaining 
his point of view. 


To cite reasons for increased purses, 
he draws upon his Broadway background. 
“We horsemen are not getting purse money 
in proportion to what the actors in the 
theater get.” he states firmly. “We're fur- 
nishing the actors. the performers, in 
racing's show. At the very least. the horse- 
men are entitled to 50 per cent of the gross 
revenue. Gross revenue. Everybody talks 
in terms of the mutuel handle. but what 
about admissions and concessions and 
parking? That all amounts to a_ pretty 
penny.” 

“Tam a very close observer.” he de- 
clares matter-of-factly, “and I can say 
without hesitation that not 5 per cent of 
the stables racing in this whole country 
even make expenses. Take Florida. for in- 
stance. with Tropical. Hialeah, and Gulf- 
stream Parks. At the end of the racing 
season, at a conservative estimate, those 
three tracks will ret about $215 million, 
after taxes. I dare say that the horsemen 
racing at those tracks will pay out more 
than that in expenses. It applies to New 
Orleans. too.” 

“Everyone who into the horse 
game.” he will tell a listener. “gets in 
with the expectation of getting a good 
horse. He starts out with an animal that 
maybe costs him $10.000, and ends up 
racing him for the minimum claiming 
price. I pride myself on knowing racing 
sidewards and backwards and upwards 
and downwards. Racing secretaries will 
schedule races for decent 
purses, knowing that they 
won't fill. Result, they 

substitute cheap races 

with a minimum purse. 

I know of one track 

that saved $138,000 that 
way. and the racing sec-

retary got a $15,000 
bonus. The HBPA is 


keeping its finger on the pulse of racing. 
We must not let horse racing deteriorate 
to the status of dog racing, whose motto 
is “Take everything and give nothing.” 

He is equally vehement about too much 
racing. “Now they're having 8 or 9 races 
a day. What about 15? Isn’t that the 
logical conclusion?”

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THE WINTER MONTHS following the fall train- 

ing that the young horses received as yearlings 
have been a time of comparative rest. During this 
period the horses are galloped in the open, weather 
allowing, with frequent runs in the paddock, out 
in the sunshine, if paddocks are available. The 
trainer at this time again tests the youngsters for 
parasites and treats the ones that are infested. 
Yearlings that have been wintered in the North have 
to get most of their exercise around a closed shed. 
Young horses put on considerable flesh during the 
winter between their yearling and 2-year-old years, 
and they gain in strength and size, which is neces- 
sary for the training and racing in store for them. 

The early training of 2-year-olds begins some 
time after the first of February and starts at a very 
gradual pace, just as they were handled at the outset 
of their training as yearlings. After a period of 
three or four weeks of long, slow gallops, which with 
most trainers means not less than 2 to 2'% miles 
daily, including walking, jogging, and galloping, the 
2-year-olds are ready for a bit of breezing, starting 
with a few quarter-miles in 26 to 27 seconds. Then 
comes three furlongs in 41 or 42 seconds, and several 
half-miles in 55 or 56 seconds. When the 2-year-olds 
have had enough of this, the trainer considers them 
fairly hard. He will increase their speed very grad- 
ually with some quarters in 24 seconds and three 
furlongs in 36 to 37 seconds, until they easily go 
a half-mile in 50 seconds. When my horses, young or 
old, have shown a half-mile in 50 seconds without any 
effort I always feel relieved, because I know that 
they have come through the early training period 
and are ready for a few serious works, which will 
put them in shape to start in a race. They have had

enough foundation so a premature fast move wil) 
not hurt them, in case an exercise boy accidentally) 
lets one of them go a bit faster than he is supposed 
to. After 2-year-olds have shown a half-mile in 5t! 
seconds they are ready for some work at breaking 
fast. 

Two-year-olds should be taught to break from 3} 
standing start. This is generally done at the starting 
gate, but they may receive their first lessons in flat. 
footed breaking before they are broken out of the 


gate. Flat-footed breaking should be taught only 


when there are few horses on the track, and it is 
better if the young horses can have the track ti 
themselves, so accidents may be avoided. They shouli 
never be broken singly, but should be sent away in 
pairs, at least, and it is preferable to have three or 
four break together. They should always be started 
close to the inner rail. The boys should be instructed 
to keep them as straight as possible. The best way, 
at the beginning, is to walk the 2-year-olds for a step 
or two and break them together, at a signal. After 
they have broken this way once or twice they prob- 
ably will break well from a standstill. 

This instruction will help them get out of the gate 
quickly. When they have learned how to break from 
a standstill, it will be much easier to get them t 
come out of the gate quickly. Horses schooled like 
this will require fewer lessons out of the gate ant 
they will be less likely to injure themselves or 4 
companion by swerving into the gate or into another! 
horse. Most young horses will remember the lessons 
they received as yearlings, when they were taught 
to go into the gate and stand quietly. Two-year-old: 
that have not had this training as yearlings wil 
have to go through a period of schooling as pre: 
scribed for yearlings. If a 2-year-old is to be race 
early in the year, this preparation comes fairly) 
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he However, no young horse should be put to

this severe test until his trainer feels sure that he 
has had enough work so he can make the effort 
without hurting himself. Young horses should be 
broken from the gate as frequently as their behavior 
permits. Nervous, high-strung horses must be given 
a sufficient cooling-off period between lessons in 
breaking from the gate. When youngsters are calm 
| enough to make a few starts from the gate at close 
intervals they will learn much faster. Some horses 
will show such aptitude for breaking that they will 
require only a few lessons. Once a horse has learned 
to leave the gate very fast, it is necessary only to 
give him periods of standing in the gate to be sure 
that he will behave properly when he is put in a race. 
It cannot be emphasized too much that breaking 
from the gate is a severe strain. The doors of the 
gate should be left open the first time or two that 
a young horse breaks from it. When a 2-year-old 
has had enough education in breaking to assure his 
trainer that he will behave in the gate and will break 
With his field, he is ready to make his first start, if 
his program calls for racing at that time.

need to be repeated with some of them after their 
first race. Education in the gate cannot be hurried 
and it must be thorough, because what a horse learns 
in his early lessons affects his entire racing career. 

Once a 2-year-old learns to race he is the toughest 
and truest machine we have in racing. A good 2- 
year-old will race very consistently. He will stand 
a lot of pounding in working and racing, but of 
course he can be overtaxed, which will affect his 
career as a 3-year-old. This applies to both colts and 
fillies, though colts are tougher than fillies and will 
stand more abuse. A filly that is raced hard, especial- 
ly toward the end of her 2-year-old season, and goes 
into winter quarters light in flesh, will rarely put on 
any weight during the winter, and it will take a 
long time to bring her back to form as a 3-year-old. 

A trainer should keep a daybook in which to set 
down particulars on every work done by his horses, 
including the weight carried, if it is worth noting, 
and the equipment used. In this way he can always 
refer to his records when he might be in doubt as to 
the fitness of his horse for a certain race, or if he 
wants to check on the equipment usually worn by

the horse. He will also find the record most useful 
in looking up the final works preceding a horse’s last 
successful race, in case it is considered desirable to 
give similar works for a coming race. 


In the spring of the year a trainer with a number 
of 2-year-olds will select the small and very speedy 
ones for early racing, wisely reserving the big ones 
and the all-round better prospects for the important 
races later in the year. Some horses come to hand 
very quickly and can win a considerable amount 
before the less precocious ones are fit to race. This 
kind seems to run best at the shorter distances. If 
you don’t take advantage of their speed for early 
races you miss out with them, because races for 2- 
year-olds stretch out beginning in the middle of the 
summer, and it is then that the better horses begin 


to show up. 


An experienced trainer will quickly form an opin- 
ion as to the probable class of his young horses and 
will endeavor to keep them in their class. It will be 
found that if a horse is continually raced against 
horses that outclass him, he will go downhill until he 
won’t be able to win at his own level. This is the

same as a prizefighter being continually overmatched. 
He loses all heart and can’t accomplish anything. At 
first they speak of him as a man who can take a lot 
of punishment, but the next thing you hear is that 
he is punch-drunk.

Most 2-year-olds require strong riders, especially 
in the early part of their career. It takes a big, strong 
rider to get a 2-year-old away from the gate in é 
hurry and keep him going. Once they know what it’s 
all about, the little boys can ride many of them 
especially the fillies, who learn faster and are easie! 
to handle once they are accustomed to racing. 

A trainer should not hesitate to castrate a young 
horse when in his opinion he needs it. But he should 
do it only when he considers that the colt is not 4 
good stallion prospect and when he feels sure tha 
the alteration will make him a better race horse. ! 
find that castration improves weedy colts and thos 
with bad dispositions.

Arlington-Washington Not for Sale 


An “official and firm” denial that Ar- 
lington and Washington Parks are for sale 
has been issued by Benjamin F. Lind- 
heimer. executive director of the two Chi- 
cago tracks. “An untrue rumor regarding 
the sale of Arlington Park and Washing- 
ton Park has continued to exist for sev- 
eral years.” Mr. Lindheimer said. “The 
properties have never been and are not 
now for sale. All the officers and direc- 
tors and most of the stockholders of the 
Arlington Park Jockey Club, the Post and 
Paddock Club. and the Washington Park 
Jockey Club are close personal friends of 
mine. It is unthinkable that I would ever 
offer my stock for sale. or discuss the 
sale of the properties, without first dis- 
cussing it with these people and first ob- 
taining their approval. Arlington Park and 
Washington Park will continue to do their 
best to bring the finest of Thoroughbred 
racing to Chicago and to continue their 
efforts to help build American racing to 
even higher levels.” 


Improvements at River Downs 


W. J. Mulvihill, public relations direc- 
tor at River Downs, was a recent visitor to 
Lexington. He reports that the River 


Downs Handicap, principal race at the 
Cincinnati track. will be increased to 
$12.000 added next year.

Subscription is $10 a foal. to be made at 
time of nomination, with a payment of $35 
due on January 15, 1954, and a payment 
of $75 on July 15, 1954. Fillies may be 
made eligible for the 1954 Futurity. if 
they have been kept eligible for the Aleci- 
biades Stakes. by payment of $120 on 
July 15, 1954. with $250 additional to 
pass the entry box and $750 to start. The 
Breeders’ Futurity will be for $25.000 
added. It will be raced during the fall 
meeting, at seven furlongs out of the chute. 

The Alcibiades Stakes is a new race on 


the Keeneland program; it comes up for 
its first running this year. It is a stakes 
for fillies whose owners may not want to 
race them against colts in the Breeders’ 
Futurity. The 1953 renewal, closing Sep. 
tember 15. is for fillies which are now 
yearlings. The subscription is $25, with an 
edditional payment of $50 by June 15, 
1953. with $250 additional to pass the entry 
box and $500 additional to start. The purse 
will be $15,000 added; the distance will 


be seven furlongs out of the chute. 


The 1954 Alcibiades Stakes is for filly 
foals of 1952. The nomination fee is $10, 
with $25 additional due on January 15, 
1954, and $50 additional on July 15. 1954, 
It will require $250 additional to pass the 
entry box and $500 additional to start;

Condition books have been issued for 
the 1952 fall meeting (10 days.

Bieber has frequently gone on record in 
opposition to graded handicaps. which a 
segment of the Turf considers an improve- 
ment over claiming races. “I am opposed 
to graded racing because it is an incentive 
to cheating.” he declares flatly “A man 
can keep on getting his horse beat in 
graded racing until he finally drops down 
into a spot where he can’t lose. As an im- 
provement on the present claiming situa- 
tion. | suggest that a man be allowed to 
claim only as many horses as he loses 
through claiming.” 

Don Bieber’s favorite current windmill 
is the importation of foreign horses. “I am 
against the importation of foreign year- 
lings because of the overproduction in this 
country.” he says. ignoring his own con- 
tribution to overproduction through the 
ownership of two stallions and about 40 
mares. “Let us send yearlings to France 
and England. Let us see if they will accept 
them. and see how much they will bring. 
Breeders should tell the sales companies 
that they will not sell with them if foreign 
yearlings are accepted.” 

Like many another race-goer who first 
came around the tracks when bookmaking 
was in flower, Bieber recalls the old days 
with a tinge of nostalgia. “I wes a big 
bettor when the books were on, sometimes 
as much as $50,000 on a race. Now I'm 
a very moderate bettor. I'd be better off 
if I didn’t bet. When the books were on. 
I won as much as $60,000 in a day. What 
I'd like to see in this country is a dual 
system of books and tote betting. like 
in England and Australia.” 

In his earlier and more ebullient days 
he was known as Kid Beebee. or B. B. 
It is told that he and a friend once showed 
up at Bowie with $30 between them and 
ran it up to $20,000. They went to Ja- 
maica for the opening and won $10,000 
more. Then a drought hit them, and Kid 
Beebee next was seen as a penniless mem- 
ber of the A. E. F., betting on the U. S. 
against Germany. He is said to have bet 
$1.000 at 300 to 1 when one of his horses 
was running dead last in a race. out of 
contention by 30 lengths. Through some 
telepathic connection, perhaps. the horse 
began to take an interest in things as soon 
as the bet was made. and he was beaten 
only a nose. Bieber is said to have won 
$75.000 when Dempsey beat Sharkey. and 
to have lost the same amount when Benny 
Leonard beat Pinky Mitchell. He handi- 
capped Wilson to beat Hughes in a presi- 
dential race. and won a reported $60.000. 

But now his interests lie more in the 
direction of racing for the sport of it. “I 
make money out of racing.” he = says. 
“through having a superlative trainer, a 
man with brains.” It seems to be a com- 
patible arrangement. Hirsch Jacobs sad- 
dles the winners, Isidor Bieber weighs the 
imponderables.

In the fall of 1945. Mr. and Mrs. Samuel M. 
Pistorio of Maryland claimed the mare Roman 
Matron, and at the Keeneland Fall Sales that same 
year bought the stallion The Rhymer. Mated in 
1946. these two produced the winning filly, Lotus 
Blossom. The next season they produced the stakes- 
winning Tuscany. Roman Matron—along with an- 
other Pistorio broodmare, Vivacious—was then sent 
to Elmendorf Farm in Kentucky; Roman Matron 
was to be bred to Unbreakable, and Vivacious was 
going to Roman. After the mares had left Mary- 
land, it was decided to switch the matings, so 
Roman Matron went to Roman. The result was 
« bay filly later named Princess Lygia. 

When the Pistorio farm was sold, Princess Lygia 
and Stride Away, the colt Vivacious foaled from 
the mating with Unbreakable. were sent to Three 
Cousins Farm at Hyde, Md., where they were kept 
until sold as weanlings, through Humphrey Finney, 
to John H. Clark of Lexington. Mr. Clark sold the 
pair to Mr. and Mrs. Melville Church II, of North 
Clif Farm in Virginia, who consigned them to 
the Saratoga yearling sales. At Saratoga, Princess 
Lygia was bought by Mrs. Harry Trotsek for 
$3,600. 

Trained by Mr. Trotsek, Princess Lygia was un- 
defeated in her first five starts as a 2-year-old of 
1951. She won the Miss America, the second divi- 
sion of the Hyde Park, the Pollyanna, and the 
Arlington Lassie Stakes. After this winning streak, 
Princess Lygia was sold to Louis B. Mayer for a 
price reported to be in excess of $100,000. She 
started in only one other race that season, the 
Princess Pat Stakes in which she ran second to A 
Gleam. In the Experimental Free Handicap she was 
weighted equal with A Gleam at 113 pounds. This 
was two pounds lower than Rose Jet, the top- 
weighted filly, and was a pound below Papoose and 
Star-Enfin. 

Princess Lygia started her campaign of 1952 
by running second to Tonga in the Sea Breeze 
Stakes. The daughter of Roman then ran second to 
A Gleam in the Hollywood Oaks and third to the 
same filly in the Debonair Stakes before winning an 
allowance race. In the Ramona Handicap, she dead- 
heated with Ruth Lily for second place behind Two 
lea, After running third in the allowance race, 
Princess Lygia was given a month’s layoff before 
starting in and winning a race at Washington 
Park, where she was once more under the supervi- 
sion of Trainer Harry Trotsek. That was her last 
start prior to the Misty Isle Handicap, a_seven- 
furlong race for 3-year-old fillies. 

Carrying the top weight in the Misty Isle Handi- 
cap. Princess Lygia broke on top from an outside 
position and was never headed. She beat Elaine 
Ruth by four lengths. Papoose, which had raced in 
second place during much of the race, finished a 
half-length behind Elaine Ruth. Princess Lygia was 
giving 14 pounds to Elaine Ruth and 12 pounds 
‘0 Papoose. In her 14 starts to date, Princess Lygia 
has never been further back than third. 

Roman Matron’s 2-year-old filly, Tosca, by The 
Rhymer, was bought in the Maryland Fall Sales 
by Mrs. Pistorio for $13,000 from a group which 
she had consigned to the sales in partnership with 
Three Cousins Farm. In the same sale, James W. 
Hechter, agent, bought the weanling filly by The 
Rhymer out of Roman Matron for $9.500. Roman 
Matron was bred to Roman in 1952. In addition 
'o Princess Lygia, Roman had three other stakes

In the 50th running of Saratoga’s Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes, Native Dancer, an undefeated son of 
Polynesian, toppled Tahitian King, another son 
of Polynesian, from the unbeaten ranks. Both colts 
went into the race with four winning starts, but 
only Native Dancer was able to keep his record 
intact. It was the second victory in the Grand 
Union Hotel Stakes for Native Dancer’s breeder- 
owner, Alfred G. Vanderbilt, who had won with 
New World in 1940. 

Three of Native Dancer’s earlier victories were 
scored in the Saratoga Special, the Youthful, and 
the Flash Stakes. Along with Native Dancer’s 
record, the participation of Tahitian King and 
Laffango. both of which had won stakes in each 
of their last two previous starts, kept the field for 
the Grand Union Hotel Stakes down to five starters. 
The other two colts were Muharram and Platan, 
running as an entry for George D. Widener. 

Tahitian King, which broke from the outside gate, 
and Native Dancer, which started from the inside

Even with the heaviest impost in the field of 
the 50th running of the Saratoga Handicap, One 
Hitter was made the bettors’ favorite for the 1%4- 


mile event. He then justified his backers’ patron- 
age with an easy six-length triumph. He was the 


second winner of the Saratoga Handicap for Green- 
tree Stable, which won with St. Brideaux in 1931. 

Bryan G. took a commanding lead soon after the 
siart of the Saratoga Handicap and was leading by 
as much as six lengths on the backstretch. Busanda 
and One Hitter were nearest to the pacemaker at 
that point, with the Greentree entry running on 
the rail. Going into the far turn, Greek Ship re- 
placed Busanda in the position next to One Hitter 
and stayed with him to the stretch turn. Still on 
the rail at the head of the stretch, One Hitter 
found an opening as Bryan G. dropped back, while 
Greek Ship went to the outside of the tiring horse. 
The son of Shut Out swerved in his stretch run, 
but was not threatened by Busanda, which came 
on again to head Greek Ship at the wire. 

At i116 pounds, One Hitter was giving 12 
pounds (seven pounds considering sex allowance) 
to Busanda, which had won the Diana Handicap 
four days earlier, and three pounds to Greek Ship, 
winner of the Ocean City Handicap in his last 
start prior to the Saratoga Handicap. 

This was the third stakes win of the year for One 
Hitter. Earlier he had registered wins in the Sub- 
urban and the Monmouth Handicaps. He has not 
placed second in any of his 11 starts of 1952, but 
three of his thirds were in the Whitney, the 
Metropolitan, and the Massachusetts Handicaps.
